The people of Texas having, al tho 
time of adopting their constitution, ex­ 
pressed, by un almost unanimous vote, 
their desire to bo incorporated into tho 
Union of the United Slates, and boing 
still desirous of the sumo with equal un­ 
animity, in order to provide more etToctu.

aud prosperity, and to meet the w ashes 
of the government aud people of Texas, 
have determined to accomplish, by treuty,;
